Rees-Davies) at the 
Criminal Sessions, this morning, 
charged with uttering a forged 
bank note, on Dee. 13th, pur- 
porting to be a note of the Banque 
de l' Indo Chine, “and: being in 
possession of A forged note. 
knowing it to be s forgery.

Lhe piccouatant 
considered it a bad forgery, but 
he thought it migtt deceive any- 
one not cannected with's bank. 
Prisoner’s defente was that he 
got the note at Ha:phong and the 
day on which be: was arrested 
was the first time he visited the 
shop. He did not leave his house 
between Dec. 7 an@ Dee. 13 Ls 
The Jury returned a verdict of 
not guilty.

Ino the 
course of the duel, Walter got 
bome with his sword on Wissens 
witb such effect that the Ietter’s 
sxull was cut through.

| Gen waNY’s 
pay 

Sir Robert Horne’s Details of 

the Position. 


In a speech on the financial 
situation made by the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer at Manchestor, 
lest month, be referred at length 
to the question of German repara- 
tions, Sir Robert Horne said :— 

You may ask: What may we 
expect as an aid to our revenus 
from reparations which are due 
by Germany? Before I say any- 
thing in answer to that question 
I should like’ to make 
one or two preliminary 
remarks. There appears to be 
some anxiety in France over 
certain conversations which the 
Chancellor cf the Exchequer has 
been holding with Dr. Hathenau, 
a distinguished citizen of Ger- 
many, whois at presentinLondon. 
Apprehension seems to be felt 
among our Allies that agreements. 
are being made behind their 
backs. They suggest that in 
some way England may be ex- 
hibiting s tendency, which they 
do notshare, to make concessions 
in such conversations with 
Germany. I am sure that this 
attitude on the part of some of 
our Allies arises entirely out of 
a «misapprehension. Of course, 
we shal! make no agreement 
withou: due consultation and 
discussion with our Allies, not 

jmerely with France, but with our 
other Allies.as well We all 
recognize that it is just as 
important to-day as it ever 
was that the alliance between us 
should remain as firm as it can 
possibly be held. Nothing could 
prove of greater detriment to tha 
world at the present time than 
that the alliance should be broken 
up, and accordingly it goes with- 
out saying that we could never 
dream of entering into agree- 


}|ments which could in any way

Thatagreement, if it were carried 
out in its terms, would have tbe 
effect of giving priority to France 


‘Jover the other Allies in the pay- 


mentof reparation. But that mat- 
ter is before the Reparations Cam- 
mission, and | do not wish to say 
ansthing abontit. I -have not 
the slightest doub: tbat in al! 
these matters we aball’ be able to 
seme with our Allies on terms 
of the greatest friendship and 
amity, and I regret more than I 
can say that prejudices should 
aver have entered into the 
Ipesition or that it should have 
been supposed that we were not 
doing everything that was open 
and above hoard in our relations 
with oor Allies. 


- DISASTER OF A BROKEN 
GERMANY. . 

So far as German reparations 
are concerned, we have always 
gone on the principle in this 
country of making our Budgets 
witbout reference to ‘anything 
which might be received from 
Germany. We have determined 
to treat such sums as we should 
get as aids to the ordinary taxa- 
tion, and windfalls opon which 
we donot countin framing our 
estimates of the revenue which 
thé country itself must produce. 
We propose to goon upon that 
basis. : 

At the present time Germany 
says be cannot pay the sums 
whichfare immediately due ip 
the months of Janusry and 
February, avdasbe is asking for 
delay. «'That,is.a matter which 
the Allies mustidiscuas together 
and answer in, unisous, acd I do 
not propose’tolexpress any point 
of view upon that-topic, but there 
are rome points:about this ques- 
Hom to which I think I ought to 
refer. . Oo 4, 

The collapse of Germdny, ifthat 
were @forturately to be caused 

_aetion on the-part of ‘the 
Allies, ¥ould.be.a misfortune, not 
only fot Germany, butefor Europe 
aud for the world.- What are we 
suffering ‘from to-day? Among

But suppos4 
you added to those countries a 
deoken Germany. The carastrophe | 
to Europe would be unspeakable. 
Ik would be a disaster 
not only from the -egan-- 
omic point of viaw, bus 
no man could foretell whatits re- 
verberations would bs in the 
political sphare, What then if 
we were to put pressura upon 
Garmany? Well, she might b- 
able to pay or she might not, and 
that is the questioag, the immediate 
question, which has got to be in- 
quired into. . 

ABOLITION OF SUBSIDIES, 

Bot, if concessions are to b>. 
made, there are more things 
which first ought to be observed. 
Germany, as a whole, is sayinc 
that ahe cannot pay reparations 
which she ia under obligation to 
perform, but she is doing severa} 
things which act againat the pos- 
sibility of her meeting har ebliga- 
tions. Letmatakeonecrtwoexam- 
ples, Sbe is subsidizing the price 
of bread in Germany. That is 


done at the expense of the tax- - 


payer. lt makes s deficit in the 
revenue of the State, but its effect 
in Gerwany itself is this. The 
industrialist émployer is able to 
buy his labour at s cheaper wage 
becanse of the subsidy to bread 
which is given by the State. 

In snother direction also she 
subsidiz4s the employer. The 
railways which are operated by 
the State are run ata less. F 
think in the Isst quartar it 
amounted ts something like £15,- 
000,000 sterling. That creates 
another tap in the State's Budget, 
that it enables the industrialist to 
get his goods carried ata cheaper 
rate than he ought to obtain-. 
Coal is being sold to-day in Ger- 
many at abouthalfthe price which 
is paid. for coal anywhere else . 
in the world to-dey.- That is 
another form of State subsidy, 
and therefore, while the German 
State itself is paying out money 
from the pockets of the taxpayers, 
there are certain individuals et 
least in Germany who are grow- 
ing wealthier by reason of the 
subsidies which are granted by 
tha Szate. . ; . 

If we are to forgo our jus: 
rights in relation: to German 
reparations, even for x period, 
which I do not think we ought to 
decide to do, but if we are, ope 


thing isplain, tbat Germany mcst | 


get rid of those subsidies in order 
to pot herself in s position to 
perform her proper oblizations to 
the people to whom she is in- ” 
debred.. One more thing, she 
must wake her taxation yield 
which will raeas her 
expenditure, that within some 
period to be fixed she mist cease 
to print paper marks in order to 
meet her deficit. 


PAYMEST IN KIND. 


Te is suggested that Britain 


sbould. like France, obtain some | 


portion of her reparations by - 
means of payments in kind. That 
is the princip'e of the Loucheur- 
Ratbenau agreement, to which f 
have referred, but I would remind 
you that we are-ina very different 
position from France with regard 
to this matter. Tho payments in 
kind which sre to be made by 
Germany to France are connect- 
ed with the devastated regions. As 
you know, there is work to be 
done in restoring those villages 
whirh were wiped out of exist- 
ence, which could not be accom- 
plisbed in any near period of 
years. though all the labour in 
France was devoted to the nur- 
pose. Accordingly, it is proposed 
that Germany should make pay- 
ments in kind to Frence, and she 
covld do, so.in. that way without 
interfering in any way with the 
ordinary course of employmentin 
France. 

The situation is very different 
with us. for the most part the 
things Germany could give us-in 
the sbape of payments in 
kind would be just the kind‘ 
of articles we, make our- 
selves. One or twocommodities, . 
like potash’ and sugar, there are | 
from. which you ‘could obtsin ‘a 
certain amount of reparations by 


payments in kind, bit all that ~~ 


those articles would yield is a 

mere bagatelle in relstion to the 

amount which is due. Suppose 

we were offered payments in 

kind in such things as 

electrical machinery, locomo- 

tives, . rolling-stock, and~ so 

on, What is going to be the 
effect upon our own trade and 
employment in this circun- 

stance? These are the very things 

which, we ourselves manufacture, 

and upon which’ the ‘very 

existence of many .of our work- 

“people in .this country. depends. 

The problem accordingly is. not 

at eli-so-eaay as it is, sometimes. 
represented to.be, and while 1 do

_ FORGOTTEN KOWLOON.

Kowloon residents have cause to feel more than a little 
disappointed and they no doubt do feel so after reading 
the Government's latest pronouncement on the matter of 
the long-promised Kowloon Hospital. Several public 
improvements, urgently needed, have been eagerly looked 
‘forward to. The people of Kowloon were going to have 
& service of motor buses, suitable and convenient for all; 
they were going to have a hospital, too. So far they 
haven't got either. Itis trne that aservice of buses is 
now ruoniog. but it is no exagyeration to say that the 
vehicles are absolutely unfitted for Europeans and will 
never be patronised by them. Regarding the hospital—for 
which the money has long since been sanctioned—the public 
is now informed that the plans are not even yét completed 

and that we cannot expect the hospital for at least two 
years. The Kowloon Resident's Association—through 
‘whom the last fact has just been made known—most feel 
extremely disappointed at the result, up to date, of thetr 
efforts on bebalf of the Peninsula. ; 
. Nota few are asking why it is that Kowloon gets 
such half-bearted treatment. The necessity for a hospital 
on that side needs no empbasis at this time of day—it is 
self-evident to all. ‘Why couldn't we have been given ita 
‘little quicker. The sheer waste of time that has taken 
place has been very trying. to say the least, and in the 
matter of a motor bus service the first ideas have had a 
parodied expresssion. Instead of a service which could be 
used by all, which would have done something to open up the 
outlying dislricts,.we have at present a purely native ser- 
vice which does nothing more than compete with the slower 
rickshas. The service is quite all right in its way, but it 
is inevitably 4 makesbift and of no benefit to anybody but 
Chinese. One naturally hesitates to compare the activities 
of the Government in one district as against another 
district because such a proceeding is in questionable ‘taste. 
But it is hard to forget that.our Governnient has built a 
beautiful motor road to the Peak, is still extending it, bas 
given residents up there a purely scenic road (Lugard 
Road) which cost thousands ‘of dollars, and yet.dropsa 
full motor bus scheme for Kowloon and. dallies in ex- 
‘asperating mapner in tbe provision of a hospital which 
would serve the urgent needs of hundreds.of European 
residents. However strongthe protest might be-against 
such a comparison as that just. made, it i8 only by some 
such statenient that the Government will be given an idea 
of what the majority of Kowloon folk are thinking. 

There is vo single district in this Colony whick houses 
so many European -workers as Kowloon; there is no dis- 
trict. which could be so easily opened up if there were

During 
the first loan drive, which netted 
$5,250,000, Fenian bonds wera 
accepted in payment on the new 
bonds. A second Republican bond 
drive began in November.
